‘This company is now pushing its 
lines to make connection with the 
Alberta system at the boundary line 
and the provineial authorities are 
endeayoring to aid the enterprise as 
much as possible by establishing the 
road line in order that the telephone 
people can follow it with their poles.

MI. OLIVER'S MISSION. 


It is rather interesting to find the 
president of the Immigration League 
in Australia protesting against the 
Canadian policy of seeking to secure 
only the best class of settlers from 
the mother country, chiefiy agricul. 
turists and those with capital. This 
gentleman discusses the matter in the 
newspapers ad condemns Hon. 
Frank Oliver for'visiting Britian with 
such an object in view: 

“Why should daughter states, ” he 
says, “seek to skim off the cream of 
the English rural population and re 
ject all others?) They are far fiom 
«loing a service to the mother country 
by acting this way.” 

Canadians will tail to see the forci- 
dleness of this point of view. Nor 
isitlikely thatit has been adopted 
except from a feeling on the part ol 
Australia’s agents that Canada has 
been getting ahead of them in secur 
dog desirable immigration. 

‘The people of this country, British 

thorn settlers as well as natives, will, 
we imagine, cordially approve of the 
mission of Mr. Oliyer to Great Britain 
to arrange for the discriminating se- 
Jection of settlers. We want all the 
good Englisb, Scotch and Irish im- 
migration which we can obtain; but 
it should be a sine qua non that it be 
good. We surely cannot wish to see 
ur country at this stage of its devel- 
opment made an asylum for the 
thviftless. 
whom the mother country would will- 
ingly be rid of but who, whether here 
or in the old land, will be a burden 
on the population and a drag on pro- 
gress. 

Nor is it only for themselyes that 
such settlers aré undesirable. The 
children of a class like that are, not 
always of course, but usually as un- 
manageable as their parents. They 
inherit their defects of character, their 
weakness and thriftlessness; and their 
environment and training encourage 
and develop all those imperfections. 
Tn setting this country with a good 
class of British immigrants and in 
as far as possible preventing its set. 
llement by an undesirable class the 
Canadian government will be doing 
dhe mother laud, as wellas the Do- 
minion, a seryice. As a stalwart, self- 
geliant people we shall be of infinitely 
more value to the Empire than asa 
mation in any respect physically and 
mentally defleient.Vaneouver Pro- 
vince.
